Dept, of Revenue 
announces change 
in tax form 
distribution 

The Massachusetts Department of Revenue 
(DOR) has been stocking Income Tax Forms at 
libraries, post offices, and government buildings 
throughout the Commonwealth for the past filing sea¬ 
sons. 

A barcode was added to the 2001 forms that 
allowed the DOR to track how taxpayers obtained the 
forms that they filed. Analysis of this filing data shows 
that a surprisingly small percentage of the forms 
delivered to the Form Distribution sites are ever filed 
with the DOR, according to the DOR. Presumably, 
many people who use professional tax preparers pick 
up forms to bring to their preparation appointments 
only to find that their practitioners use computer-gen¬ 
erated forms. In addition, more and more taxpayers 
are making the move to electronic filing or printing 
forms from the DOR website. 

As a result of this study and because of budg¬ 
et cuts both this year and last, the DOR decided to 
restructure its Form Distribution program. Far 
fewer tax booklets will be printed and distribution 
sites will be limited to public libraries. This will 
allow the DOR to save on printing and delivery 
cost and to reallocate staff resources to other 
service areas.

Resources Division of the Executive Office of 
Administration and Finance has recently initiated a 
recruitment campaign to encourage Massachusetts 
residents to apply to become Municipal Service and 
MBTA Police Officers. 

"This examination provides an opportunity for 
Massachusetts residents to begin a fulfilling and high¬ 
ly honorable career as a Massachusetts State Police 
officer," Senator Melconian said. "Few jobs enable 
qualified candidates to participate in the type of men¬ 
tal and physical work that police officers engage in 
daily.” 

In order to become eligible for a state police officer 
position, all applicants must first take the entry-level 
service examination. The examination tests appli¬ 
cants on nine areas which pertain to the duties of a 
police officer. 

These areas include deductive reasoning, induc¬ 
tive reasoning, information ordering, problem sensitiv¬ 
ity, memorization, spatial orientation, verbal compre¬ 
hension, verbal expression, and visualization. 

The Entry Level Police Officer Orientation and 
Preparation Guide describes these nine areas in more 
detail and will be mailed to all registered applicants 
after the last filing date. 

Certain residents, specifically those who have vet¬ 
eran status, who are the children of a fallen police offi¬ 
cer or firefighter, minority applicants, emergency med¬ 
ical technicians, and residents who are bilingual may 
receive special preference points added to their 
examination score. 

Those residents who pass the examination and 
score high enough to receive a conditional offer of 
employment must then meet further fitness criteria. 

All prospective officers must be at least 19 years- 
old, have graduated from high school, possess a high 
school equivalency certificate, or have served for 


three years in the Armed Forces with an honorable 
discharge. 

Applicants must also pass a medical test, a physi¬ 
cal abilities test, must complete police academy train¬ 
ing, must not smoke, must pass a criminal history 
check, may need to apply for a firearm permit, and 
may need to have a valid Massachusetts driver’s 
license. 

Certain cities and towns also require entry-level 
officers to be younger than 32 as of the last filing date 
for the written service examination. 

The test will be held on Saturday, April 26, 2003. 
All applicants who wish to take this examination must 
file their applications with the Human Resources 
Director by midnight on February 7, 2003, online at 
www.state.ma.us/hrd or by mailing the HR Division a 
paper copy of the application. 

The test costs $50, payable by money order, bank 
check, Discover, MasterCard, or VISA. There are NO 
makeup dates for the examination. 

Current military personnel who, in connection with 
active service, cannot be in Massachusetts on April 
26th have the option to take the test wherever they 
are stationed if they request such accommodation in 
writing and submit written approval from their officer in 
command. 

Accommodations can also be made for applicants 
with documented disabilities. Fee waivers are avail¬ 
able for applicants who receive state or federal public 
assistance, or are on unemployment insurance or 
workers’ compensation.

Rep. Keenan announces important 
facts about new telemarketing law 


Representative Daniel F. Keenan is pleased to 
announce that the creation of a new “ Do Not Call” reg¬ 
istry becomes effective on January 1, 2003. 
Consumers will have the option of signing on to a 
statewide “Do Not Call” registry that would prohibit 
certain telephone solicitations. 

“If you have signed up for the registry, you can 
expect to receive fewer calls,’ said Rep. Keenan. A 
new list will be published every quarter adding the 
names of any consumers who sign up since the last 
list was published. 

The "Do Not Call” registry will also establish a set 
of guidelines by which telemarketers must abide. 
They include: soliciting telephone calls cannot be 
made between the hours of 8:00 p.m. and 8:00 a.m.; 
soliciting facsimile transmissions cannot be made at 
any time; telephone solicitations using recorded mes¬ 
sage devices cannot be made at any time; telemar¬ 
keters cannot use blocking devices to stop an individ¬ 
ual’s caller-identification device; telemarketers must 
disclose, within the first minute of the sales call, iden¬ 
tifying information, including the sales purpose of the 
call, the name of the telemarketer, and the name of

to the Agawam Junior Women’s Club 


Fifty-five Agawam families, including 18 elders, will 
be able to better enjoy Christmas this year, due to a 
large degree to the generosity and commitment of 
Agawam Junior Women's Club members and their 
Annual Holiday Basket Program. 

Last Saturday, December 21st, just after 8:00 a.m., 
members began arriving at co-chairwoman Iris 
Copson's home in Feeding Hills to make all of the 
Christmas deliveries. According to Mrs. Copson, there 
were enough foods, gifts, and goods to fill the 
Copson’s two-car garage AND most of the cellar! 

Club member Theresa Conklin co-chaired this 
year’s program with Mrs. Copson. Mrs. Conklin told 
The Agawam Advertiser News, "We could not do this 
alone. Area businesses, schools, and individuals have 
reached out in an amazing show of generosity that 
represents the true spirit of Christmas." 

Mrs. Conklin researched the history of the holiday 
baskets and learned that projects to help families in 
difficult circumstances around Christmas were man¬ 
aged by the churches about 35 or 40 years ago in 
Agawam. 

Churches would accept and package food for fam¬ 
ilies in need, and it would be up to the family to pick 
up the donated foods. When this got to be too much 
for the churches, the Agawam Junior Women’s Club 
began coordinating the holiday basket project, naming 
the endeavor the Clearinghouse Project.

minated their position as a clearinghouse and 
renamed the project Holiday Baskets. 

“For many years, the club was involved with both 
Thanksgiving and Christmas when it came to helping 
families through the holidays. But about three years 
ago, we stopped working on projects for 
Thanksgiving, because so many area churches pro¬ 
vide family-style Thanksgiving dinners, in some cases 
giving fruit baskets, flowers, and other presents. We 
felt that help was needed at Christmas, so we focused 
more on that holiday,” said Mrs. Conklin. 

At the time the club took on the responsibilities from 
the churches, the Junior Women’s Club began includ¬ 
ing hats and mittens for families while continuing to 
gather and distribute food. 

Not long after this point, the Junior Women’s Club 
began asking for sponsors for gifts and toys for chil¬ 
dren of economically disadvantaged families. While 
this aspect of the Holiday Basket Project grew, a local 
tree farm began donating Christmas trees to families 
in need. 


“We cannot list all the people and businesses who 
helped, not only because the list is so long but also 
because help came in many forms. We got such 
incredible response, we really don't know where to 
begin in thanking everyone who helped ,” Mrs. Conklin 
told us. 

“Local businesses donated produce, and many 
stores and companies let us set up food and toy col¬ 
lections. All of the town schools collected food, toys, 
and toiletries for us. Agawam Town Hall gives us a 
place to store the trees that are donated to us, and 
they coordinated that effort, working out arrange¬ 
ments for the recipient families to pick up their trees at 
the Town Hall,” she added. 

Many people have expressed surprise when they 
learn that families with economic need can be found 
in Agawam. Perhaps they have health problems or 
economic limitations which prevent them from becom¬ 
ing better acquainted with many other people.

lected and ready to go, members make the deliveries. 

Mrs. Conklin said, “In the past, we tried to donate a 
holiday meal to each family, but now, whenever we 
have enough, we bring a week’s worth of groceries, 
including a ham or a turkey, depending on the size of 
the family. Any extra we have, we split up among the 
families.” 

With regard to sponsorships, clothing and toys are 
purchased for families experiencing difficulty. The 
members of the Agawam Junior Women’s Club obtain 
sizes and find out what kind of clothing is needed 
(such as coats), and the sponsors purchase these 
items and donate them. 

"This year, we have tried to focus on those children 
who are often overlooked, especially kids from about 
13 to 18 years of age. For some reason, more empha¬ 
sis has been placed in the past on the younger chil¬ 
dren, so we want to focus more on those older chil¬ 
dren, who also need attention and encouragement. 

"An example of gifts for this age group could be 
movie passes (two per child) or other gifts better suit¬ 
ed to the older children in a family,” Mrs. Conklin 
added. 

In addition to the 55 families (including 18 senior 
citizens) serviced in Agawam this holiday season, the 
Junior Women found sponsors for the toys and gifts 
for 100 children. 

“We are really proud of what we have been able to 
accomplish. Although we provide the manpower, it is 
the outpouring from businesses and community mem¬ 
bers that has resulted in making Christmas better for 
these families during difficult times. It makes us very 
proud to be part of such a community,” said Mrs. 
Conklin. 

She concluded, “This is the true spirit of Christmas.

How “dry” D am... 


Question: My hands look and feel so dry, is there 
anything I can do? 

Answer: This has been a question many people 
with all kinds of jobs and daily routines ask. Some say 
that your hands tells the story of your life, but it does¬ 
n't have to! 

Dry, damaged hands are a problem for all of us, 
men and women alike, resulting from washing dishes, 
gardening, fixing your car, and working in the envi¬ 
ronment. Complaints come from housewives, nurses, 
hairdressers, schoolteachers, mechanics, firemen, 
and policemen alike. 

First, let’s understand how the skin works. It is your 
body’s largest organ, designed to protect you from the 
outside world. Your face and hands are always 
exposed to the elements, so they take the most abuse 
and show your age first. 

The outer layer, called the epidermis, produces 
and sheds new skin cells continuously. In younger 
persons, this cycle takes about two weeks, while the 
older person can take twice as long. Most over-the- 
counter products work on this layer only. 

The next layer is the dermis, where your seba¬ 
ceous (or oil) glands, sweat glands, nerve endings, 
and blood vessels, plus stored water and fat, are 
located. The skin produces melanin in this layer, 
which determines your skin tone and turns your skin 
darker when you tan. Most important are two fibers, 
collagen and elastin that are responsible for your 
skin’s flexibility and resilience. 

When this breaks down from UV rays, the environ¬ 
ment, and normal aging, you are left with dry, wrinkled 
skin with loss of elasticity. This process is inevitable, 
but there are many products on the market to help. 
The main secret is to find what works for you and then 
to be consistent using it. 

I believe that you should get your skin back to a 
more normal state by faithfully attending to your prob-

Virginia’s place of work. 

After attending Shenango Valley Business School, 
Virginia was hired by the large Westinghouse plant in 
Sharon, and she worked there for some time. 

Virginia married Russell Lake in 1940, and he was 
drafted into the Army in 1944. He was stationed at 
Ford Ord in Monteray, California, and Virginia moved 
out to be with him; they then went to live in Texas. 

When her husband had finished his tour of duty, the 
couple returned to the Northeast, where Russell con¬ 
tinued working for Woolworth stores. 

“We moved to a few different places, but when we 
first moved to Agawam, I liked the town and said to 
myself, This is it.’ We bought a house on Cooper 
Street, and we stayed. I am not sorry. It has been 
everything I hoped for, and more. There was trans¬ 
portation for several years that went along Cooper 
Street; I believe it was the Springfield bus line. That 
was a great help for my first few years here, because 
I did not get my license until around 1960.” 

The Lakes had a son, Richard, and a daughter, 
Marilyn. While the children were growing up in the late 
1950s and early 1960s, Virginia worked “mother’s 
hours” (when her children were in school) at Tinti’s, a 
frozen food products distributor that used to be locat¬ 
ed in Agawam. She also did office work, usually in 
insurance companies, through a temporary employ¬ 
ment agency. 

In 1970, Virginia and Russell bought a Dairy Mart in 
Springfield, and in 1975, they began running the for¬ 
mer Dairy Mart on River Road in Agawam. They sold 
the River Road store in 1983 and retired. 

Their son, Richard, passed away very suddenly in 
the late 1970s, but his two children are a continuing 
source of comfort and joy for Virginia. Their daughter, 
Marilyn, lives in Springfield and has two children who 
are also sources of support and companionship. 

Although Virginia’s husband, Russell, passed away 
in 1991, he lived to share the celebration of their 50th 
wedding anniversary in November of 1990. 

Virginia told us that a special highlight of her life 
occurred when her son, Richard (who played clarinet), 
went with the Agawam High School band to Mason 
City, Iowa for “The Music Man." She helped on proj¬

The story about the birth of Jesus... 


In many ways, the birth of Jesus Christ was not ter¬ 
ribly unusual. Although most children in our country 
are born in hospitals in the utmost of sterile condi¬ 
tions, many children in other parts of the world are 
not. Such was the case for Jesus. He was born in 
humble circumstances, in a humble part of the world. 
The Gospel of Luke tells us the story: 

In those days Caesar Augustus issued a decree 
that a census should be taken of the entire Roman 
world. (This was the first census that took place 
while Quirinius was governor of Syria.) And every¬ 
one went to his own town to register. 

So Joseph also went up from the town of 
Nazareth in Galilee to Judea, to Bethlehem the 
town of David, because he belonged to the house 
and line of David. He went there to register with 
Mary, who was pledged to be married to him and 
was expecting a child. While they were there, the 
time came for the baby to be born, and she gave 
birth to her firstborn, a son. She wrapped Him in 
cloths and placed Him in a manger, because there 
was no room for them in the inn. 

Many of us are not shocked by the events of this 
part of the story of Jesus’ birth. Indeed, most of us 
have a feeling of familiarity with it, because we have 
seen depictions of this scene all over the place, in 
churches, on mantels, and on church lawns. 

Some of us have been led to believe that Jesus 
was somehow short-changed, because He was born 
in a manger. But in all likelihood, Mary and Joseph did 
not feel short-changed. While their preference was no 
ibt that Mary would give birth to Jesus in more 
comfortable circumstances, Jesus was probably not 
the first baby to be born in a barn. Nor was He the last. 

If that was all there was to the story of Jesus’ birth, 
it would not be much different from anybody else’s 
story. However, there is more to this story. Mary and 
Joseph and various farm animals were not the only 
ones to witness, and be in awe of, the birth of Jesus. 


And there were shepherds living out in the 
fields nearby, keeping watch over their flocks at 
night. An angel of the Lord appeared to them, and 
the glory of the Lord shone around them, and they 
were terrified. But the angel said to them, “Do not 
be afraid. I bring you good news of great joy that 
will be for all the people. Today in the town of 
David a Savior has been born to you; He is Christ 
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the Lord. This will be a sign to you: You will find a 
baby wrapped in cloths and lying in a manger." 

Suddenly a great company of the heavenly host 
appeared with the angel, praising God and saying, 
“Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace 
to men on whom His favor rests. ” 

When the angels had left them and gone into 
heaven, the shepherds said to one another, “Let’s 
go to Bethlehem and see this thing that has hap¬ 
pened, which the Lord has told us about. ” So they 
hurried off and found Mary and Joseph, and the 
baby, who was lying in the manger. When they 
had seen Him, they spread the word concerning 
what had been told them, about this child, and all 
who heard it were amazed at what the shepherds 
said to them. But Mary treasured up all these 
things and pondered them in her heart. The shep¬ 
herds returned, glorifying and praising God for all 
the things they had heard and seen, which were 
just as they had been told. 

While in some ways the story of the birth of Jesus 
Christ is rather ordinary, it is extraordinary in other 
ways. That is because Jesus Christ was no ordinary 
child. He was God incarnate. No one can really fath¬ 
om what that means; it is beyond human understand¬ 
ing. What we can understand is that God became one 
of us, in order to redeem our lives and restore us to 
fellowship with Him. 

The Gospel of John explains it to us as best as we 
can understand it: In the beginning was the Word, 
and the Word was with God, and the Word was 
God. He was with God in the beginning. Through 
Him all things were made; without Him nothing 
was made that has been made. In Him was life, 
and that life was the light of men. The light shines 
in the darkness, but the darkness has not under¬ 
stood it. 

There came a man who was sent from God; his 
name was John. He came as a witness to testify 
concerning that light, so that through him all men 
might believe. He himself was not the light; he 
came only as a witness to the light. The true light 
that gives light to every man was coming into the 
world. 

He was in the world, and though the world was 
made through Him, the world did not recognize 
Him. He came to that which was His own, but His 
own did not receive him. Yet to all who received 
Him, to those who believed in His name, He gave 
the right to become children of God - children 
born not of natural descent, nor of human deci¬ 
sion or a husband’s will, but born of God. The 
Word became flesh and made His dwelling among 
us. We have seen His glory, the glory of the One 
and Only, who came from the Father, full of grace 
and truth.

Don’t suffer from Christmas letdown. One of the 
nicest parts of the season is yet to come. The Eighth 
Annual Boar’s Head Festival will be celebrated in the 
Valley Community Church Sanctuary on Friday, 
January 3rd, at 7:00 p.m. 

This celebration of the victory of good over evil is 
perhaps the oldest continuing festival of the 
Christmas season. It began as a holiday tradition in 
the grand manor houses of England, and was brought 
to America during the Colonial days. 

The pageant originated at Queen’s College in 
Oxford, England in 1340, where legend has it that a 
scholar (while walking through the forest on his way to 
Christmas Mass) was attacked by a wild boar. The 
student slayed the boar with a metal-bound book he 
was carrying, and that night the boar’s head was 
borne in procession to the dining room to the accom¬ 
paniment of carolers. 

The festival later grew to include lords, ladies, 
knights, historical characters, and entertainers. When 
the church adoped the festival - giving it the Christian 
significance of light over darkness through the teach¬ 
ings of Christ - the shepherds and Wise Men were 
added to tell the story of the Nativity. 

The Valley Community Church congregation and 
friends of the community have been bringing to life 
this remarkable production with resplendant, 
medieval-costumed characters representing nobles 
as well as townsfolk. In addition to the visual 
pageantry, music plays an important part of the festi¬ 
val, and the congregation is led through the beautiful

Falling on the ice can produce

“Many persons who don't drink alcohol will find 
themselves taking a drink while partying during the 
holidays,” said Phil Day, Program Manager of 
Alcoholism and Drug Services of Baystate Medical 
Center. 

Day said that in order to keep your holiday safe 
while at a party, you should not drink more than one 
alcoholic beverage an hour, and should not drink at all 
if you are driving. 

He reminded party-goers that being "sociable” 
doesn’t mean you have to drink alcohol. 

"There are plenty of alternatives to alcohol. Order a 
non-alcoholic beverage or non-alcoholic sparkling 
champagne, a cola with a twise of lime or even a 
healthy cranberry juice with a twist of lime," he said. 

If you do choose to drink while at a party, make 
sure you eat something beforehand, Day warned. 

"Alcohol is absorbed into the bloodstream at a 
much higher rate when you have an empty stomach," 
he added. 

Day noted that persons who are on medication 
should read the directions carefully since mixing alco¬ 
hol with some drugs can have an undesirable effect. 

Also, if you are going out to a party with several 
friends, Day suggested choosing a designated driver 
who will drink only soft beverages or juices. 

“In addition to the serious harm you could cause 
some innocent person and yourself, if you are con¬ 
victed of driving under the influence, you will likely 
spend between $2,000 to $5,000 on fines and insur¬ 
ance costs,” Day said. 

Day offers the following tips to persons hosting hol¬ 
iday parties: 

* serve as a bartender and do not leave open bot¬ 
tles around for people to help themselves 

* have plenty of snacks and food available 

* make non-alcoholic drinks available and encour¬ 
age their use 

* stop serving alcohol at least onb hour before your 
party ends; and serve coffee, tea or other light snacks 
before your guests leave 

* don’t let someone drive home who has had too 
much to drink. 

“Remember, as party host, you can be held 
responsible for the actions of one of your guests who 
might have had too much to drink,” said Day.

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Exhibition on 
''Ancient Egypt” 
coming to GWVM 

Art Museum 

The daily life, spiritual beliefs, and funerary prac¬ 
tices of Egyptians living along the Nile River more 
than 2,500 years ago will be explored in “Ancient 
Egypt,” a special exhibition on view from January 15, 
2003 through January 4, 2004 at the George Walter 
Vincent Smith Art Museum. 

"Ancient Egypt" is a re-creation of a Theban temple 
complex, vividly painted with hieroglyphics and 
scenes depicting pharoahs, gods, and goddesses. 
Visitors will enter through a massive gateway to dis¬ 
cover the well-preserved mummy of Padihershef, a 
stonecutter who worked in the Necropolis, or “City of 
the Dead," in Thebes about 2,500 years ago. The 
mummy, on loan from Massachusetts General 
Hospital in Boston, will be displayed with his outer cof¬ 
fin, which is part of the permanent collection of the 
George Walter Vincent Smith Art Museum. 

Also on display will be amulets, clay vessels, tools, 
cult statues, animal mummies, wooden carvings, and 
jewelry from the Springfield Museums, the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts, and other museums. A wooden 
mallet from the Peabody Essex Museum, as well as a 
Nubian bronze chisel from the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts, help to illustrate the stonecutter’s profes¬ 
sion. 

The practice of mummification will be explained 
through objects such as canopic jars, special vessels 
that were used to store some of the internal organs. 
Mummies were also entombed with a number of 
“shawabtis," small mummy-shaped statues which 
were believed to magically come to life. The 
shawabtis in the exhibition were probably mass-pro¬ 
duced from molds and are composed of "faience" 
(glazed earthenware). There are also two examples of 
painted wooden boxes used for storing shawabtis. 
They came to the Springfield Science Museum in the 
late 1860s, making Springfield one of the first cities in 
the United States to have Egyptian artifacts in a pub¬ 
lic collection. 

In addition to preserving human remains, the 
ancient Egyptians mummified reptiles and animals 
such as dogs, apes, bulls, rams, and even an occa¬ 
sional hippopotamus. Sometimes animals were raised 
for the specific purpose of being turned into mum¬ 
mies. The mummies were sold to people on their way 
to worship a god and were left at the temple as offer¬ 
ings. 

“Ancient Egypt" will also describe how Padihershef 
came to the United States, and documents from the 
Massachusetts General Hospital describing the initial 
autopsy and dissection (as well as copies of the orig¬ 
inal x-rays) will illustrate the early medical and scien¬ 
tific studies of Padihershef. 

The exhibition is part of “The Aida Project: A Bridge 
to Ancient Egypt through Music, Art, and History," a 
collaboration among the Springfield Library &

Puff pastry... 

Puff pastry is difficult to make, but it’s well worth the 
time. If it turns out you do not have the patience to 
make your own puff pastry from scratch, fear not ... 
Pepperidge Farms makes a very good “puff’ that’s 
available in most supermarket freezer sections. 

You need puff pastry to make elegant recipes like 
Beef Wellington, which was named for the English 
Lord who beat Napoleon at Waterloo. (It is also 
rumored that he drank Napoleon’s favorite brandy to 
toast the victory.) 

Make sure that you are using the puff pastry “still 
chilled" and not at room temperature to work the 


dough around your dinner selection. It is the butter 
that is trapped in the flour (when baked) which allows 
the pastry to expand and make a delicate, finished 
product. 

Puff pastry can be used to make sweet or savory 
dishes that are filled with fruit and covered in sauce 
and cream; after baking and cooling (of course), it 
makes for a light and delicious dessert. The savory 
pastries are the true genius in puff pastry cooking, 
though. 

Roast a trimmed 2 or 3 Lb. piece of tenderloin. 
Now, place in the center of a sheet of puff pastry. 
Cover with pate, sauteed mushrooms, and a reduced 
heavy cream sauce flavored with tarragon. Wrap up in 
the puff and bake until the pastry is golden brown. 

Slice a nice, thick piece for each entree, and serve 
with more of the tarragon cream sauce. You have 
Wellington’s “beef! 

Try changing the beef for a piece of perfectly 
poached salmon. Omit the pate, but still crown with 
the mushrooms and tarragon cream. It will be a hit -1 


guarantee it! 

If you still have my recipe for braised turkey thighs, 
put any leftover turkey (boneless, of course) into the 
puff; again, use the mushrooms and tarragon sauce. 
Mmmm ... what memorable meals!

Corey O’Connor is a senior at Agawam High 
School and a member of Boy Scout Troop #82 in 
Agawam. He has been involved with the Boy Scouts 
since age six. Corey is working on becoming an Eagle 
Scout, and one of the requirements is to put a project 
together that shows leadership. Only two out of 100 
boys become Eagle Scouts. 

A Scout’s final project for the Eagle badge encom¬ 
passes many things he has already learned through 
achieving his other badges. He must achieve a mini¬ 
mum number of merit badges and put together a proj¬ 
ect of service to his community, church, or school. He 
keeps a folder detailing what steps he takes and this 
becomes his application to apply for Eagle; the appli¬ 
cation is submitted to the local council and then it 
goes to the national council to be approved. 

Last fall, Corey called the Air National Guard base 
in Westfield and they directed him to the Director of 
Family Programs in Lexington. He received a “wish 
list” of items that overseas servicemen would like and 
the address of where to send the items collected. 

With the assistance of his fellow Scouts and some 
adults, he took collections at different stores in town, 
got donations to pay for the postage, and packaged 
everything up to send. His goal was 1,000 items; he 
collected 2,180 items (including games, DVDs, 
videos, and food) and $415 in cash. He also enlisted 
the help of Granger Elementary School children, who 
wrote letters to include in the packagaes. 
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Corey estimated he spent 150-200 hours on this 
project. 

The packages were mailed to Sgt. Davidson of the 
Military Police, who will distribute them to a 
Massachusetts unit, probably in Afghanistan. 


Although the packages won’t be delivered until after 
Christmas, it was decided to go ahead and send them 
now because there is always a let-down after the hol¬ 
idays are over, and receiving the packages will give a 
lift to the recipients.

Eye-opening performances give Agawam High 
track plenty to cheer about in winter opener 


Agawam High boys' and girls’ winter track Coach 
Dan Pryce, as well as many of his athletes on these 
two teams swollen with talented seniors, had to be all 
smiles after easy season-opening wins over Pioneer 
League opponent Chicopee Comp High at Smith 
College on Thursday, December 19th. 

The Brownie boys massed 72 points in a 51-point 
rout (Chicopee Comp had 21), while the girls laid the 
wood to the Colts, 70-25. 

Still so early in the season, no one is jumping up 
and down with joy or counting their chickens for the 
Brownies. Top dogs Amherst and Minnechaug each 
won handily, as did another strong team, 
Longmeadow High (Valley League). However, Pryce 
really had to like the depth shown by both teams to 
compliment a bunch of outstanding performances. 

Leading the way for the boys was All-Scholastic 
senior John Slachetka. In three events, ‘‘Slat” posted 
the best times in the entire 16-team boys’ field twice, 
tied a Western Mass, record and a school record, 
broke a school record, and was sixth in the long jump 
in WMass. 

He burned in the 55 meters at 6.5 seconds, tying 
the WMass. record jointly set two winters ago by for¬ 
mer AHS sprinter Steve Messina and Minnechaug’s 
Summit Sikka. 

In the 300-meter dash, “Slats" established a school 
record at 37.30 in beating the entire 16-team WMass. 
field. He was a full 1.5 seconds faster than his near¬ 
est opponent, and only one-tenth of a second off tying 
the Western Mass, record. 

To spice his night, “Slats" launched a 19.65 long 
jump, good for third in the eight-team Pioneer League 
and sixth overall in WMass. You think this guy isn’t 
wired? 

“John more than answered a few questions that 
some people might have had about him going into the 
season,” was Pryce’s comment about Slats’ perform¬ 
ance. “I think you can say he is totally motivated.” 

For the girls, two-time All-Scholastic first teamer

In the 600 meters, her time of 1:51.3 was first in the 
entire 16-team field, and she soon after doubled-up in 
the 1,000 meters.

3:25.4. 

Also taking a Western Mass, best time for the 
Brownie boys was senior Ryan "Burn” McGurn in the 
55-meter hurdles (8.7 seconds). Senior Peter Midura 
showed he’s one of the top middle-distance runners 
around by placing third in WMass. in the 1,000 meters 
(2:57.20, third in Pioneer League) and sixth in 
WMass. in the 600 meters (1:33.30; second in 
Pioneer League). 

Senior Mike Defilippi, the team’s distance gun, was 
third in WMass. on the night in the two-mile with a 
10:42 (second in Pioneer League). Sophomore Alex 
Ellsworth was third in WMass. in the 300 meters 

(38.90, second in Pioneer League).

In the dual meet vs. Chicopee, the Brownies had 
winners all over the place. “Slats" led the sweep in the 
55 meters.

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Brownies overcome Bombers on 
the mats, 42-29; Tomkiel Tourney next 


Agawam High wrestlers avenged last season’s loss 
to Westfield with a pretty tough 42-29 victory over the 
Bombers over there on Wednesday, December 18th. 

The victory improved the Brownies to 2-0 in this 
early season. At presstime, the Brownies had made 
their annual trek to Milton High School for the Annual 
Milton Tournament on Saturday, December 21st 
(details in our next edition). The Brownies again are 
on the tournament circuit a week later. They host the 
Annual Phil Tomkiel Christmas Tournament at Cliff 
Kibbe Gymnasium starting at 9:00 a.m. on Saturday, 
December 28th (details next edition), followed by a 
four-team meet on New Year’s Eve, December 31st, 
that includes Lowell High, St. John’s of Shrewsbury, 
and Woburn High School. That meets gets underway 
at 9:00 a.m. on the road. 

The Brownies recorded five pins en route to this 
not-so-easy victory over a very good Westfield team. 

Leading the pin-parade were two of Agawam’s 
returning All-Scholatic performers, junior Brenton 
Reveruzzi and senior co-captain Paul Pilegi. Each are 
a perfect two-for-two in pins after two meets. 

Wrestling at 112-pounds, Reveruzzi put his oppo¬ 


nent to the mat at 1:21. Pilegi, a 152-pounder, record¬ 
ed his pin in 2:47. 

And the Brownies really needed these next three 
pins. Little tough guy Ryan Long at 103 pounds sent 
his Westfield opponent to the bench in just 1:02; 130- 
pounder Ryan Sullivan took 4:37 to pin; and then big 
heavyweight Dustin Hebert at 275 pounds pounced 
on Westfield’s big guy in 2:55. 

Two key matches for the Brownies resulted in a 
major decision and a technical fall. The first was at 
135-pounds when Dan Mason went up in his match, 
14-5 to record the major decision. At 171-pounds, 
Tony Carestia gave the Brownies valuable points with 
a 15-0 technical fall. 

One of the best matches so far in this young sea¬ 
son involved Agawam’s All-Scholastic senior co-cap¬ 
tain Adam Blackak. He lost a torrid, 3-2 decision in the 
145-pound category. Last week in the season-open¬ 
ing rout over Amherst Regional, Blackak wrestled at 
140-pounds (won by a pin). 

The other Agawam winner was senior Bruce 
LeClair at 160-pounds. He recorded a 6-2 decision.

AHS girls’ hoop easily handles Chicopee in home-opener 


After barely crawling past Northampton High in the 
2002-2003 schoogirl opener, Agawam High found the 
Chicopee Pacers to be easy pickings in a 56-35 inde¬ 
pendent win at Cliff Kibbe Gym on Thursday, 
December 19th. 

The home-opener for the 2-0 Brownies went 
according to script this time. The 0-2 Pacers will cer¬ 
tainly struggle this season with a young and inexperi¬ 
enced starting lineup, and the hometowners took full 
advantage (something that eluded them in their last- 
second win over the Blue Devils up there). 

Actually, this game was more one-sided than the 
final tally even indicated. 

The Brownies - using a full-court, man-to-man 
defense - expanded on a 23-10 halftime lead to 
outscore the Pacers 20-5 over the first nine minutes of 
the second half. The chasm must have appeared like 
the Grand Canyon to the visitors, who trailed 43-15 
with under seven minutes remaining. 

At times, the Brownies also unleased a smothering 
zone trap following a hoop that created plenty of 
heartache for the Pacers. 

Agawam’s swarming defense led to 15 steals and 
27 total turnovers. It also allowed this very swift 
Agawam team to run and create many easy transition 


baskets. 

Third-year Coach Bronwyn Monahan used this 
game as an exercise in playing minutes for all 11 of 
her charges. Ten of them scored, with two in double 
figures and the rest of the points looking like a spread 
sheet. 

“I was absolutely trying to get lots of minutes for 
everyone in this game," Monahan remarked after¬ 
wards. “Everyone worked real hard in practice follow¬ 
ing the Northampton game, and they deserved to play. 
This will not always be practical all the time, of course. 
But when the situations call for it, I believe it’s very 
good for everyone to be involved.” 

With the Agawam bench cleared, Chicopee went 
on a mini-run of 21-15 over 
the final minutes, but this 
didn’t seem to bother any¬ 
one. 

Frosh point guard Kara 
Powell led the scoring 
parade with 12 points, as 
she continues to impress. 

Moreover, she added a 
team-high seven steals 
with seven rebounds and 
seven assists. 


“You can just see her confidence and playmaking 
ability increase from the first game to this one,” 
Monahan said. "Kara will only get better and better.” 

If there was a game ball to be awarded, then 5’11" 
junior forward Tory Lyons would no doubt be its recip¬ 
ient. Off the bench, Lyons registered a team-high 13 
rebounds to go with six points. She was getting the 
dirty work done under the glass. 

"Tory had the best game of her career for us,” 
Monahan said of the two-year Brownie. "I think she is 
the most improved player on the team, and her 
increase in minutes this season will reflect this. Her 
minutes are already way up from last year."

Jodie has thoroughly enjoyed a 10-year relation¬ 
ship with the youth-oriented Red Door Theatre in 
Feeding Hills.

There’s much more to “Super Mario” 


than being the youngest of six Malonis 


It’s a question Agawam High senior basketball 
player Mario Maloni has heard and has answered 
over and over again since his elementary school 
days. 

Maybe Mario thought it might be overlooked this 
time. The very end of the interview seemed to be the 
most opportune time. There was a laugh and then no 
hesitation in Mario's response. 

"I have always been known as Barbara Malor fs lit¬ 
tle brother,” said the 6’, 165-pounder. “ I entered as a 
freshman in September after Barbara had graduated 
in June (1999). I followed in her shadow. She was 
such a star not only at the High School but in the 
entire state. But it was always nice to be able to say 
that Barbara was my older sister," the youngest of six 
Maloni children added. 

Next. “No, I never played her one-on-one. But I 
think I could take her." 

Mario considered a comment made by the 
Longmeadow High coach following Agawam's open¬ 
ing-night loss to the Lancers as a high compliment. 
"After he asked me if I was Barbara Maloni's brother, 
he then said my style of play is very similar to hers. I 
guess he coached Barbara in an AAU league at some 
point. I will take that comparison any time." 

Barbara Maloni, of course, is the school's all-time 
leading scorer and perennial all-everything hoop star 
who landed at Brown University. A guard with light¬ 
ning-quick speed, great moves to the hoop, and fast 
hands on defense who could pull the trigger from the 
perimeter, it’s obvious that after watching Mario per¬ 
form, he’s well-placed on the family tree. 

This affable 18 year-old enters the 2002-2003 hoop 
season as the Brownies’ top gun. His 22 points led the 
1-1 Brownies (presstime) to overcome an 18-point 
halftime deficit to Springfield Sci-Tech in a last-sec¬ 
ond, 61-59 victory on the road. 

Mario’s outside shooting and cat-like bursts to the 
hoop spearheaded the Agawam stampede. This was 
a much-needed shot in the arm to a program that has 
fallen on hard times over the past three years (5-15 
3-17, 0-20). 

“Maybe this will be a turning point for us. We 
stopped Sci-Tech 11 straight times in a row during cur 
comeback. They couldn’t get the ball over halfco urt on 
our fullcourt zone trap (2-1-2). It was a great early- 
season win for us," Mario said. 

In the classroom, Mario is winning as well. An 
Honor Roll student, his courses this semester 
includes calculus (honors), physics, English 12. Italian 
2, culinary arts, and gym. Computer applications will 
be added to the list when the third term begins.

comedy - “Dumb and Dumber.” 

His favorite athlete is Babe Ruth, and his team is 
the Boston Red Sox. Mario is a believer in the famed 
“Curse of the Bambino" effect on the Red Sox (they 
haven’t v/on a World Series since trading “The Babe” 
to the N Y. Yankees in 1918). “That started it, but I 
think there’s been some bad coaching in there, too,” 
Mario related. 

His clothes run casual and preppy, but he enjoys 
the sporty stuff. American Eagle and Abercrombie & 
Fitch at The Holyoke Mall are the places he shops the 

most. 

Mario's likes to hang at the home of his buddies as 
well as attending sporting events. • 

Mario's school activities include “Athletes In 
Motion. Relay For Life, and blood donations to the 
American Red Cross. 

While baseball is Mario’s sport, his passion for bas¬ 
ketball is not far behind. As the team’s shooting guard 
arc small forward, his ability to score from inside and 
r;ght at the three-point arc cannot be underscored. 


His top teacher is Italian teacher Vladimiro Gref ce 
Italian is also Mario’s favorite class). “Senor Gref ce 
nakes Italian interesting and fun. He rewards us 
jvery Friday with candy when we have our singing 
:ontest (only Italian counts). I really look forward to 
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This year’s Brownies are small, but appear so far to 
be hungry and determined to turn things around under 
new Coach Mike Vedovelli. Mario is averaging 15.1 
points after two games. 

“My strengths are definitely my ability to shoot and 
to get out on the break. But Coach (Vedovelli) also is 
asking me to play some low-post defense, which I did 
against Sci-Tech. The kid I covered was 6’4”. That 
was a new experience for me. I do whatever it takes 
to help this team win.” 

Realistically, Mario understands the 2002-2003 
Brownies (four seniors this year) are not considered 
on-par with the elite teams in the area. "But my goal 
and the team’s goal is to make the tournament. It’s 
been a while since that’s happened to boys’ basket¬ 
ball here. We are in great shape, and the seniors on 
this team have played together since sixth grade. 
Coach Vedovelli knows how to win, and I hope we can 
turn it around this year.” 

The three-year varsity member led the team in 
three-point shooting a year ago. He hit double digits 
eight times, including a 29-point effort against Ludlow. 
Mario has tallied over the 20-point mark four times. 

Baseball remains Mario’s best sport. This program 
has enjoyed much success in recent history. He’s a 
two-year member of the varsity. As a sophomore, the 
Brownies lost in the Western Mass, title game to 
Cathedral; last June, it was a quarter-final loss to 
eventual champs Amherst. As a freshman, he 
watched the Brownies win the whole shooting match 
over Pittsfield. 

“Our baseball program is very solid. I have noticed 
more of a focus and a desire to win in baseball. This 
year’s team will be better than last year’s. We have 
many kids back, and our goal will definitely be to go 
deeper into the playoffs and to take the championship. 
It’s a very tough league, but I have confidence in my 
teammates and in my coach (Peter Clark)." 

Mario was converted from a catcher into an infield¬ 
er/outfielder when he entered High School. Last 
spring, he carried a .350 batting average. “I know we 
will all be very focused this spring. Matt Rheault (sen¬ 
ior All-Scholastic catcher and one of the marquee 
players in WMass.) knows what he is doing and is so

efforts. The Brownies placed third in WMass. a year 
ago. 

As an outdoor runner, she*placed fifth as a fresh¬ 
man and ditto as a sophomore in Division I in the 800 
meters. Although she slipped to eighth at the Western 
Mass. Meet as a junior, her time of 2:27 was her per¬ 
sonal best. “I was passed by four girls in the last two 
or three meters right at the finish line,” Jodie recalled. 

She is part of another school record accomplished 
as a sophomore at the April Steele Relays (mid-sea¬ 
son tournament for WMass. schools) - the 4 x 800 
relay. 

Jodie is especially encouraged by her good health 
coming into the 2002-2003 winter season that began 
with an easy victory over Chicopee Comp last 
Thursday night. In the 1,000 meters, she placed 
fourth in the eight-team Pioneer League (19 runners) 
and sixth overall out of 16 teams (36 total runners) in 
the Western Mass, results (3:28.6). 

Indoors as a sophomore and as a junior, bouts with 
bronchitis hampered her progress for portions of the 
winter seasons. So far, so good as a senior. “I feel 
very good and feel like I am getting into it much earli¬ 
er this winter," she said. 

According to her, the Brownies issued a statement 
on opening night to the rest of Western Mass, about 
possessing enough talent and depth to seriously chal¬ 
lenge for the team title to be decided in February. 

"My class is a very strong one. Many of us have 
been together since we were freshmen. We bring a lot 
of talent and desire to every meet. I think our times on 
opening night prove we have a real shot at the title.” 

Jodie’s most memorable sports moment is two¬ 
fold. “Qualifying for the states last winter and breaking 
the school record in the 1,000 meters was a real thrill 
for me. The other thrill is when, as a sophomore, our 
4 x 800 meter relay team won the Steele Relays and 
broke the school record at the same time.” 

Jodie’s dad is Kevin, and her mother is Beverly. 
She has two younger sisters - Kristen (noted above), 
15, a sophomore at AHS, and Lindsey, 13, an eighth- 
grader at the Junior High and a level-eight gymnast 
who should fit nicely into the mix next fall when the 
Brownies seek to defend their 2002 Western Mass, 
title. There’s another Pfau, too, but this one is a boy - 
little brother Michael, 6, a kindergartner. 

Jodie admires her parents. "I really look up to 
them. They have also supported and cheered me on. 
Both are always there for me. My dad is like another 
coach for me." 

When she departs the orange-and-brown next 
June, Jodie seeks this remembrance - “I hope I was 
a nice person who gave everything she had, or at 
least tried to, and who helped people out along the 
way.”

We have 
many things going for us." 

Mario was forced to deal with personal adversity 
last summer. On the very first day of summer vacation 
during an American Legion Baseball game, he was 
rocked squarely in the face with a pitch. The resulting 
concussion sidelined Mario for nearly two months 
before he returned for a few of the final games in mid- 
August. The injury also keep him away from the sum¬ 
mer basketball courts. 

Once school began, Mario began honing his hoop 
skills and returned to the weight room. He didn’t com¬ 
pete with the cross country team (ran as a junior and 
as a freshman), but used his time to participate in a 
fall baseball league with some of his teammates (he 
was on the championship team). 

“I always used cross country to stay in shape for 
basketball. But I think my injury last summer really put 
me behind as a runner so I decided to lift, practice 
hoop and play some baseball, and also concentrate 
on the books. But my two seasons in cross country 
gave me the desire to run. In that sport, that’s all you 
do - run, run, and run some more." 

He’s undecided about where he will attend college 
next fall. He’s applied to Providence College and sev¬ 
eral smaller schools.

The Ranch Golf Club at 100 Ranch Club Road, 
Southwick, was recently chosen by Golf Digest as 
“Number Three in the Top Ten Category" of America’s 
Best New Upscale Courses. 

This 7,174-yard, par 72 course allows players the 
choice of walking these links or using a cart, allowing 
different paces to appreciate The Ranch’s country 
scenery, impeccable landscaping, and one of the best 
layouts in New England. 

Mich ael Robichaud, Professional Golf Association 
General Manager and director of golf at The Ranch, 
told the Advertiser News, “The only other golf course 
in New England that ever ranked higher in the Best 
New Category was The Captain’s in Brewster, 
Massachusetts. They placed number one in 1986. 
We’re thrilled. We consider this a tremendous honor 
to be chosen third in Best New Category.”

why the scorecard says, “The Ranch - 104 years in 
the making”); Peter Clark of Agawam, who is the man¬ 
aging partner; and Ronald Izen and Bernard Chiu of 
Needham. 

In the National section of PUB LINKS GOLFER 
MAGAZINE’S November-December 2002 issue, The 
Ranch Golf Club is included in "21 Hidden Gems: 
Great Courses You May Not Have Heard About ... 
Until Now." Their scout described The Ranch as “one 
of New England’s finest new tracts” and said it “is a 
prime example of the new trend in public golf course 
development, where high-end clubs like this one will 
make the casual golfer feel like the member of an 
exclusive club." PUB LINKS describes The Ranch as 
“a mix of links and woodland holes ... that contains 
some exceptionally fine views of the New England 
countryside.” The article states that many of these 
views are worth checking out “whether you play golf or 
not." 

Robichaud gave the Advertiser News some back¬ 
ground about the Hall family, who sold some of their 
land to make the creation of The Ranch Golf Club a 
reality. “The family knew that they had something spe¬ 
cial, but they needed partners. They had a vision to 
preserve this property and their buildings. They need¬ 
ed a method of doing this, and they also sought to 
develop a source of income for the future of their fam¬ 
ily.” On the grounds, there will be a real estate devel¬ 
opment for 52 homes. These will be homes, not con¬ 
dominiums. 

“Being chosen by Golf Digest as number three 
solidifies us as a destination facility. We will be attract¬ 
ing people from all over the country.

Chapman added, "We’ve gotten calls from golfers 
with private planes, asking which airport was closest 
to us, and we refer them to Barnes. We’ll be reaching 
that kind of client." 

The architect who designed The Ranch is Damian 
Pascuzzo of Graves and Pascuzzo of California; 
Graves is known as the "elder statesman of golf 
course architecture.” 

When asked why this course was chosen, 
Robichaud, Chapman, and Stachowicz agreed that 
there are several reasons. “ Golf Digest sends out 
raters, who experience the course as a player,” 
Robichaud explained. "They play different areas and 
are supposed to play from the back tees and have a 
10 handicap or better. Their set of criteria includes 
shot values, variation of different hols, design charac¬ 
ter (including bunker design and greens design), aes¬ 
thetics (the physical layout of the course and its con¬ 
dition), and service. Our customer service is second to 
none." 

Chapman added, “The passion of the staff is anoth¬ 
er reason. Our greeters, cart attendants, mainte¬ 
nance, and food and beverage people work tirelessly 
to make every golfer feel totally comfortable.”

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Stachowicz said, "We are set up to get mainte¬ 
nance done ahead of play.” (Anyone who has ever 
tried to line up a shot wittuan enormous, rumbling 
tractor/lawn mower idling on the periphery knows how 
valuable this consideration can be.) 

“Sometimes we even help a player find their ball," 
Stachowicz added. Staff members are constantly 
praised by players for being “so kind." 

Architects usually send in a notification of the new 
courses they have built. Golf Digest then sends out 
the rating panelists - a minimum of five. According to 
Peter Chapman, there were over 20 evaluating The

The course has been officially open just since July 14, 
2001 .
